Protection—the old Republican Doctrine. 


The verv first act passed by the first Congress, 


after adopting those measures which were ne- 
cessary to put the Government in motion, dis- 
tinctly avowed this doctrine. That act was ap- 
proved on the 4th of July, 1780—the right day 
foi giving sanction to tbe policy which was then j 
considered essential to maintain our indepen- 
dence. 
We quote the preample to that act— 


" Whereas it is necessary for tile support of 


government, for the dischaige of the debts of the 
United Slates, and the encouragement and protec- 
tion of manufactures, thafduties belaid" on goo^s, 
wares and merchandise, imported : Section 1.— 
Be it enacted &c. 


WASHINGTON in his first and in his last mes- 


sage acknowledged the doctrine: 


11 The advancement of agriculture, commerce, 


and manufactures, by all proper means, will not 
1 trust, need recommendation ; but I cannot for- 
bear intimating to you the expediency ol giving 
effectual encouragement as well to the introduc- 
tion of new and useful inventions from abroad,as 
to exertions of skill and genius in procuring them 
at home."—Message u/1789. 


Again in his eighth message we find the fol- 


lowing : 


" Congress have repeatedly, and not without 


success, directed then attention to the encour- 
agement ol manufactories. 
The object is of tno 


much consequence not to insure a continuance 
of their efforts in every way which shall appear 
eligible." 


JEFFERSON fully adopted it and finally to the 


extent of absolute prohibition: In 1802, only nine 
years after his famous Commercial Repoit, he 
held the following language in his annual mes- 
sage to Congress. 


"To cultivate peace and maintain commerce 


and navigation in all their lawful enterprises,- to 
favor our fisheries as nurseries of navigntion,and 
to protect the manvfttctories adapted to our cir- 
cumstances. 
*

By continuing to make these the rule of 


our actions, we shall endear to our coun'rymen 
the true principles ofIke. constitution find promote 
an union of sentiment and of action equally aus- 
picious to their happiness and safely." Atannth- 
er time he wrote, " When a nation imposes high 
duties on our productions, or prohibits them alto~ 
gether, it may be proper for us to du the same by 
theirs, first burdening or excluding those produc- 
tions which they bring here in competition with 
our own ol the same kind." 


MADISON, too, adopted it. 'In his first mes- 


sage, in May 1809, Mr. Madison thus alludes to 
the protective policy: 


"The revision of our commercial laws, proper 


to adapt them to the artangement which has ta- 
ken place will) Great Britain, will doubtless en- 
gage the attention of Congress; it will be worthy 
at the time ot their just and provident care-to 
make such further alterations in the laws as will 
more especially protect and foster the several 
branches'of manufactures,which have sprung in- 
to existence and attained an unparallelled malu- 
lity throughout the United States during jhe 
period of the European wars, this source of na- 
tional independence and wealth 1 anxiously rec- 
ommend, therefore, to the prompt and constant 
guardianship ot Congress." 


And again in the same Message : 
"It will be an additional recommendation for 


particular manufactuies when the materials for 
them are extensively drawn from our agricul- 
ture and consequently important, and, insure to 
that great fund ot national prosperity and inde- 
pendence an encouragement which cannot fail 
to be rewarded." 


Thus distinctly was the doctrine of specific 


Protection inculcated by the Republican Fath- 
ers.—a doctrine, without which we can never 
be truly independent; and against this array of 
venerated names we are to place those of the 
present leaders of the locofoco party in the coun- 
try.—Vt. Watchman.
